But  Nott  disclosed  that  the  fri¬ 
gate  Antelope,  set  afire  in  fighting 
Sunday,  was  still  burning  and  “sev¬ 
erely  damaged.” 

He  spoke  soon  after  Thatcher  re¬ 
jected  Pope  John  Paul  II’s  latest 
plea  for  a  cease-fire,  saying  Britain 
would  not  stop  fighting  until 
Argentine  troops  withdraw  from 
the  Falklands. 

Argentina  gave  po  word  on  the 
latest  reported  fighting.  But  the 
junta  again  accused  Britain  of  what 
it  called  an  “absurd  colonialist  ven¬ 
ture”  to  retake  the  islands  Argenti¬ 
na  calls  the  Malvinas. 

The  junta  also  denounced  the 
Common  Market  for  indefinitely 
renewing  trade  sanctions  Monday 
and  warned  the  United  States  to 
stop  supporting  the  British. 

Defense  Minister  Amadeo  Fru- 
goli  said  the  United  States  is  the 
West’s  most  important  nation  and 
“must  think  seriously  about  the 
gravity  of  the  situation  and  adopt  a 
more  balanced  position.” 

Nott  also  said  a  Sea  Harrier 
fighter-bomber  was  lost  Sunday 
and  its  pilot  killed  “in  an  accident” 
shortly  after  it  took  off  from  an  air¬ 
craft  carrier.  It  brought  to  five  the 
number  of  Sea  Harriers  the  British 
have  reported  lost  out  of  about  40 
with  the  Royal  Navy  fleet. 

Thatcher,  in  a  note  delivered  to 
the  pope  by  the  British  ambassador 
to  the  Vatican,  said,  “our  cause  is 
just.” 

“A  cease-fire  has  to  be  accompa¬ 
nied  by  withdrawal  of  Argentine 
troops,”  she  said.  “To  do  otherwise 
would  leave  the  aggressor  in 
occupation  and  in  possession  of  the 
rewards  of  military  adventurism.” 

At  the  Vatican,  officials  said  the 
pope  still  planned  to  visit  Britain 
starting  Friday  but  would  cancel 
all  meetings  with  political  leaders 
to  emphasize  the  religious  nature 
of  the  six-day  trip.

House  starts  budget  free-for-all 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The 
House  waded  into  a  budget  free-for- 
all  Monday,  with  President  Reagan 
stepping  up  his  lobbying  for  a  Repub¬ 
lican-drafted  spending  plan  that 
House  Speaker  Thomas  P.  O’Neill  Jr. 
condemned  for  its  “massive  and  de¬ 
vastating  cuts”  in  Medicare.  - 

No  fewer  than  seven  alternative 
spending  plans  were  lined  up  side-by- 
side  on  the  House  floor,  including  one 
that  offered  a  balanced  budget  by 
1985. 

Deficit  backed 

But  Reagan  and  O’Neill,  D-Mass., 
backed  big-deficit  proposals  drafted 
by  the  leadership  of  their  respective 
parties  —  $101.6  billion  in  red  ink  for 
the  1982  fiscal  year  in  the  case  of  Re¬ 
publicans  and  $103.8  billion  for  the 
Democratic  plan. 

No  final  vote  was  expected  before 
Wednesday  or  Thursday. 

At  the  White  House,  spokesman 
Larry  Speakes  said  Reagan  would 
continue  his  telephone-lobbying  cam¬ 
paign  in  favor  of  the  “bipartisan  re¬ 
covery  budget”  drafted  by  the  House 
GOP  leadership  and  endorsed  by 
some  conservative  Democrats. 

Allies  concerned 

Reagan,  in  a  nationally  televised 
statement,  said  House  budget 
approval  would  demonstrate  to  the 


Western  world  at  an  upcoming  econo¬ 
mic  summit  that  the  United  States  is 
serious  about  bringing  down  interest 
rates.  He  said  high  U.S.  rates  will  be 
a  major  concern  of  U.S.  allies  at  the 
talks  in  Versailles,  France,  early  next 
month. 

The  budget  calls  for  $95  billion  in 
tax  increases  over  three  years  and 
cuts  of  $76  billion  in  domestic  and  be¬ 
nefit  programs,  as  well  as  a  reduction 
of  $22  billion  in  defense  spending.  The 
administration  deficit  falls  to  about 
$77  billion  in  1984  and  $49  billion  in 
1985. 

Plan  supported 

“Several  people  he  talked  to  indi¬ 
cated  they  would  support  the  budget  , 
plan  the  president  prefers,”  Speakes 
said.  He  refused  to  divulge  any 
names. 

He  predicted  that  the  vote  in  the 
House  would  be  “close,  very  close,” 
and  added,  “There  are  a  lot  of  unde¬ 
cided.” 

O’Neill  attacks 

O’Neill  agreed  with  the  White 
House  on  that  score,  but  stepped  up 
his  attack  on  the  proposed  $23.3  bil¬ 
lion  reduction  in  Medicare  over  three 
years  in  the  GOP  budget. 

“This  massive  and  devastating  cut 
will  increase  the  out-of-pocket  medic¬ 
al  costs  of  29  million  Americans,”  said 


O’Neill,  one  of  Reagan’s  harshest  cri¬ 
tics  in  Congress. 

“It  is  now  obvious  that  his  promises 
on  Medicare  are  no  more  reliable  than 
his  promises  not  to  cut  Social  Secur¬ 
ity,”  said  O’Neill. 

In  fact,  neither  the  Republican  nor 
Democratic  plan  envisions  cuts  in  So¬ 
cial  Security. 

The  plan  O’Neill  is  endorsing  calls 
for  $147  billion  in  higher  taxes  over 
three  years;  a  reduction  of  more  than 
$47  billion  in  defense  buildup  and 
$38.5  billion  in  cuts  in  domestic  and 
benefit  programs. 


The  deficits  decline  to  nearly  $73 
billion  in  1984  and  $34.7  billion  in 
1985. 

Yet  a  third  proposal  given  a  chance 
of  passage  was  drafted  by  a  bipartisan 
coalition  of  moderates. 

It  calls  for  nearly  $135  billion  in  tax 
increases  over  three  years,  a  defense 
cutback  of  $45.7  billion,  and  reduc¬ 
tions  in  domestic  and  benefit  prog¬ 
rams  of  $48  billion.  The  deficits  are 
estimated  at  $95.1  billion  in  1983,  de¬ 
clining  to  $72.2  billion  in  1984  and 
$37.5  billion  in  1985.  . 


Open-heart  case 
success  for  UVH 


Utah  Valley  Hospital’s  first  suc¬ 
cessful  open-heart  surgery  was  per¬ 
formed  Friday,  and  the  patient  is  re¬ 
ported  in  stable  condition. 

Beverly  Gillespie,  59,  of  Provo,  had 
two  blockages  in  the  anterior  and 
right  branches  of  the  heart,  according 
to  hospital  spokeswoman  Carol 
Kaller. 


Two  grafts  were  put  in,  using  a  vein 
from  the  patient’s  leg,  Kaller  said. 

The  three-hour  surgery  was  the 
first  open-heart  operation  performed 
on  an  “average-risk  patient”  at  the 
hospital,  Kaller  said. 

Last  week,  the  hospital  performed 
its  first  open-heart  surgery  unsuc¬ 
cessfully,  with  the  “high-risk”  patient 
dying  under  emergency  conditions.

A  search  was  conducted  for  Chat- 
field  until  midnight,  Holley  said.  It 
resumed  Sunday  when  60  people 
helped  look  for  the  missing  man  in  the 
hills  around  Sundance,  he  said. 

Several  people  associated  with 
BYU  helped  in  the  search,  Holley 
said.  Chatfield  was  found  Sunday 
afternoon  near  the  top  of  one  of  the  ski 
runs.  Chatfield  had  not  suffered  any 
ill  effects  other  than  having  gone  for  a 
long  period  of  time  without  a  required 
medication,  Holley  said. 

Separate  incident 

In  a  separate  incident,  a  22-year- 
old  California  man,  who  believed  he 
was  to  become  a  prophet,  was  found 
dead  on  “Y”  Mountain  on  Thursday 
morning  by  a  motorcyclist  riding  in 
the  area. 

A  Provo  woman,  who  asked  not  to 
be  identified,  said  Michael  Bradbury 
Monzello  had  visited  her  before  he  left 
on  what  he  told  her  would  be  a  40-day 
fast  to  prepare  to  lead  the  LDS 
Church. 

She  said  Monzello  confided  during 
the  visit  that  he  was  “really  scared” 
but  had  not  explained  the  reasons  for 
his  fears  or  where  he  intended  to  go. 

Concerned  for  his  safety,  the 
woman  feaid  she  tried  to  discourage 
Monzello  from  attempting  the  fast. 

“Nothing  I  could  say,”  she  said, 
“could  convince  him  not  to  go  through 
with  it.  I  thought  he  needed  profes¬ 
sional  help.” 

She  said  media  reports  that  Mon¬ 
zello  had  intentions  of  harming  LDS 
officials  were  false.  Monzello  said  he’d 
had  a  revelation  and  needed  to  go  to 
prepare  himself  to  become  the 
prophet  of  the  church,  she  said. 

“It  wasn’t  something  he  was  going 
to  do  to  get  attention,”  she  said.  “It 


was  something  he  was  serious  about.  ” 

Monzello,  from  Woodland  Hills, 
Calif.,  was  found  on  the  summit  of 
“Y”  Mountain  10  days  after  he’d  been 
reported  missing.  He  had  only  been  in 
Provo  a  short  time. 

The  cause  of  death  has  not  been 
officially  determined  by  the  Utah 
State  Medical  Examiner’s  office,  but 
some  police  officers  at  the  scene 
speculated  he  may  have  died  from 
hypothermia. 

Body  found 

The  body  was  found  by  Mark 
Heninger,  of  Orem,  who  was  riding 
his  motorcycle  on  the  mountain. 

Heninger  said  he  rode  his  cycle  to 
the  end  of  the  trail  and  then  started 
hiking  to  the  top  of  the  mountain. 

After  finding  the  body,  Heninger 
rode  to  the  bottom  of  the  mountain 
and  contacted  the  Forest  Service, 
which  then  contacted  the  Provo 
Police  Department. 

At  2:30  p.m.  Thursday,  nine  men 
from  the  Provo  City  Mountain  Rescue 
Team,  headed  by  Lt.  Duane  Fraser, 
departed  on  a  four-hour  hike  to  re¬ 
trieve  the  body,  Fraser  said. 

Rescuers  reached  the  body  at  6:30 
p.m.  Monzello  had  wrapped  a  T-shirt 
around  his  head  to  keep  his  body  heat 
in,  but  it  appeared  he  was  not  dressed 
to  withstand  the  cold  mountain 
temperatures. 

Police  officers  at  the  site  said  it 
looked  like  Monzello  had  gone  to  sleep 
and  never  woke  up.  There  was  no  evi¬ 
dence  Monzello  had  taken  anything 
with  him  to  the  mountain.  A  small 
stone  structure  that  resembled  an 
altar  was  found  about  10  yards  from 
the  body. 

Rescue  team 

The  rescue  team  used  a  stokes  lit¬ 
ter  to  retrieve  the  body  from  the 
mountain.  The  party  reached  the  bot¬ 
tom  at  10  p.m.,  and  the  body  was 
taken  to  Utah  Valley  Hospital  for  ex¬ 
amination  and  later  taken  to  the  State 
Medical  Examiner  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
Fraser  said. 
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Supreme  Court  views  abortion  issue 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Sup¬ 
reme  Court,  re-entering  a  legal  and 
moral  storm  it  helped  create,  agreed 
Monday  to  issue  new  guidelines  on 
how  far  government  can  go  in  regulat¬ 
ing  abortions. 

Nine  years  after  it  legalized  abor¬ 
tion,  the  nation’s  highest  court  said  it 
will  use  cases  from  Ohio,  Missouri  and 
Virginia  to  answer  lingering  ques¬ 
tions: 


Can  states  or  local  communities 
require  that  all  abortions  on  women 
more  than  three  months  pregnant  be 
performed  in  a  hospital? 

—  Can  any  girl  under  .  15  years  of 
age  be  required  to  have  the  consent  of 
one  of  her  parents  or  a  judge  before 
obtaining  an  abortion? 

—  Can  doctors  be  required  to  in¬ 
form  patients  seeking  abortions  about 
the  risks  associated  with  pregnancy, 


abortion  techniques  to  be  used  and 
the  condition  of  the  fetus? 

—  Can  governments  require  doc¬ 
tors  to  wait  at  least  24  hours  after  a 
woman  signs  a  consent  form  before 
performing  the  requested  abortion? 

The  justices  also  may  decide 
whether  states  can  require  that  a 
second  physician  be  present  when 
abortions  are  performed  on  women  in 
their  final  three  months  of  pregnancy, 


and  whether  doctors  can  be  required 
to  supply  a  pathologist’s  report  on  a 
tissue  sample  taken  from  each  abor¬ 
tion. 

The  court’s  answers  are  not  ex¬ 
pected  until  sometime  next  year. 


Universe  error  spotted 


NOW  stages  ERA  marches 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Suppor¬ 
ters  of  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment, 
facing  a  June  30  ratification  deadline, 
will  stage  marches  June  6  in  the  capit¬ 
als  of  four  states  where  the  proposal  is 
given  the  best  chance  of  winning 
approval. 

The  National  Organization  for 
Women  said  marches  and  rallies  will 
be  in  Oklahoma  City,  Okla. ,  Tallahas¬ 
see,  Fla.,  Springfield,  Ill.,  and 
Raleigh,  N.C. 


Gov.  Jim  Hunt  of  North  Carolina, 
Mayor  Jane  Byrne  of  Chicago  and 
Gov.  Bob  Graham  of  Florida  will  be 
among  the  participants,  the  organiza¬ 
tion  said. 

ERA  has  been  ratified  by  35  of  the 
38  states  required  before  it  can  be¬ 
come  part  of  the  U.S.  Constitution, 
but  none  have  approved  it  since  Indi¬ 
ana  did  so  on  Jan.  18,  1977.  Several 
state  legislatures  have  voted  to  re¬ 
peal  their  ratifications,  a  step  whose 


legality  has  not  been  determined. 

Congress  fixed  June  30  as  the 
deadine  for  ratification  of  the  prop¬ 
osed  amendment. 

NOW  said  the  marches  “will  be  in 
the  suffragist  tradition,  in  a  proces¬ 
sional  style,  with  participants  wear¬ 
ing  white  and  carrying  delegation 
banners  of  gold,  purple  and  white.”

Provo  high-rise  hotel  work  starts 


Construction  has  begun  on  a  new 
high-rise  hotel  in  downtown  Provo 
that  is  estimated  to  be  a  $14-million 
project. 

With  completion  scheduled  for  next 
summer,  the  Provo  Excelsior  Hotel, 
11  N.  135  West,  will  be  the  largest 
hotel  in  Utah  Valley. 

“This  will  be  Provo’s  first  high-rise 
hotel,”  said  Lee  Knell,  head  architect 
for  the  project.  The  hotel  yill  have  a 


tower  nine  floors  high  and  contain  237 
guest  rooms. 

The  ninth  floor  will  be  reserved  for 
deluxe  suites. 

The  hotel  will  offer  a  restaurant 
and  several  private  dining  rooms. 

Adjoining  the  dining  facilities,  on 
the  west'  side  of  the  tower,  will  be  a 
banquet  and  ballroom  designed  to 
handle  1,000  people,  and  also  several 
meeting  rooms  set  up  to  accommo¬ 


date  mid-sized  conventions. 

Plans  for  the  hotel  have  existed  for 
five  years.  “Because  of  the  nature  of 
the  economy,  it’s  been  difficult  to 
assemble  funds  to  build  before  now,” 
said  Knell. 

“We  also  started  the  project  with  a 
different  approach  because  the  own¬ 
ers  had  a  different  management 
group  in  mind  with  different  objec¬ 
tives,”  said  Knell.

HAS  SUCCESS  SPOILED  AMERICA? 

General  Education  and  the  Decline  of  Culture 


America  is  the  richest  and  most  powerful  country  the  earth  has  ever  known.  Yet  its 
people  have  never  been  so  divided  and  it  faces  its  problems  —  the  budget,  the  bomb, 
the  environment,  among  other  things  —  with  deep  pessimism. 

Why  should  a  country  so  rich  and  powerful  be  so  pessimistic?  The  answer  is  that  our 
very  wealth  may  be  the  cause  of  our  decline.  We  are  witnessing  the  atomization  ot 
America.  We  as  a  people  are  losing  the  ability  to  cooperate,  and  through  cooperatioi 
reach  consensus  on  policies  of  national  survival. 

At  the  forefront  of  this  decline  are  America’s  colleges  and  universities.  For  years  a 
majority  of  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  America  required  all  students  to  study 
what  was  called  “general  education.”  One  purpose  of  this  program  was  to  teach  a 
concern  for  civic  virtue:  a  sense  of  shared  values,  a  knowledge  of  our  social,  econom 
and  political  institutions,  and  a  concern  for  our  common  future.

These 
funds  carried  the  same  “thou  shalt  nots”  concerning 
previous  appropriations,  he  said. 

“Instead  of  hiring  a  seasonal  employee  at  $6.54 
an  hour,”  Swearensen  said,  “they  can  hire  two  YCC 
enrollees  at  $3.35  an  hour.” 

Swearensen  is  confident  of  future  appropriations 
for  the  YCC.  He  said  there  seems  to  be  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  support  in  Congress,  and  a  normal 
YCC  program  could  exist  as  soon  as  1983. 

The  YCC  was  created  under  the  Department  of 
Interior  to  provide  young  people  in  America  with  a 
work  and  learning  experience  in  the  outdoors. 

YCC  is  one  of  the  few  cost-effective  programs 
the  government  has,  said  Johnny  B.  Mills,  camp 
director  of  Glacier  National  Park’s  YCC.  Mills  said 
that  over  the  years  YCC  has  averaged  $1.20  worth 
of  work  for  every  $1  spent. 


Lack  of  knowledge 
about  other  languages 
and  cultures  is  a  “nation¬ 
al  embarrassment”  for 
the  United  States,  £aid  a 
Spanish-literature  ex¬ 
pert  who  just  finished  a 
semester  as  a  visiting 
professor  at  BYU. 

Dr.  John  Kronik,  a 
professor  of  romance 
studies  at  Cornell  Uni¬ 
versity  and  an  interna¬ 
tionally  known  scholar, 
said,  “We  haven’t 
learned  from  past  ex¬ 
perience  to  take  action 
on  a  long-range  basis.” 

Kronik  said  there  was 
a  push  to  learn  foreign 
languages,  along  with 
scientific  subjects,  after 
the  Soviet  space 
triumph  with  Sputnik  in 
the  late  1950s.  That 
eventually  waned  and 
languages  were  left  in 
the  curricular  shadows 
again. 

“As  a  country  and  as  a 
culture,  we’re  simply 
not  as  aware  of  the  im¬ 
portance  of  learning 
another  language  as 
other  countries  are  —  as 
Europe  is,  as  Russia  is. 

“Even  in  China  they 
have  programs  that  are 
vastly  superior  to  ours,” 
Kronik  said.  “There  is  a 
much  more  intense  focus 
on  the  learning  of  other 
language^.” 

The  need  to  know 
other  languages  is  be¬ 
coming  more  pressing 
because  our  govern¬ 
ment  and  international 
business  firms  must  deal 
with  foreign  govern¬ 
ments  and  businesses 
who  are  no  longer  so  dis¬ 
posed  as  they  once  were 
to  meet  us  on  our  terms, 
he  said. 

We  are '  “embarras¬ 
sing  ourselves  interna¬ 
tionally”  by  sending  rep¬ 
resentatives  abroad 
who  do  not  speak  the 
languages  or  under-' 
stand  the  cultures  of  the 
people  they  will  meet, 
he  said. 

Diplomats  appointed 
on  the  basis  of  political 
favor  instead  of  qual¬ 
ification  are  part  of  the 


problem.  Kronik  recal¬ 
led  one  “pleasant  gentle¬ 
man”  who  was  U.S. 
ambassador  in  Spain 
while  the  Cornell  pro¬ 
fessor  was  studying 
there  on  a  scholarship. 
The  ambassador  spoke 
no  Spanish.  “It  makes 
one  wonder  how  useful  a 
person  like  that  can  be.” 

He  said  language 
teaching  should  begin 
earlier  and  be  more  con¬ 
sistent  in  order  to  help 
U.S.  citizens  be  profi- 1 


cient  in  the  tongues  of 
other  countries. 

Immersion  programs'; 
for  grade-school  chib 
dren  will  be  useful  only 
if  pupils  do  not  drop  the 
language  after  they  get 
into  upper  grades;  if 
they  do  that,  he  said,  the 
language  fades  away 
fairly  fast.  It  has  been 
shown  that  children  are 
easily  capable  of  learn¬ 
ing  another  language  in 
addition  to  their  native 
tongue,  he  said.

HONOLULU  —  Traveling  more  than  5,000 
miles  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands  in  the  pursuit  of  their 
second  consecutive  Western  Athletic  Conference 
baseball  championship,  the  BYU  Cougars  fell 
short,  losing  4-3  to  the  San  Diego  State  Aztecs  late 
Friday  evening. 

The  Cougars  may  not  see  action  in  the  NCAA 
baseball  playoffs,  which  begin  Saturday. 

It  was  difficult  for  BYU  head  coach  Gary  Pullins 
to  explain  just  what  happened  during  the  Cougars’ 
4-1  opening  loss  against  the  SDSU  Aztecs  on 
Thursday. 

In  a  game  that  was  suddenly  switched  from  the 
3,000-seat  University  of  Hawaii  baseball  diamond 
to  the  50,000-seat  Aloha  Stadium,  the  Cougars  had 
a  poor  showing  from  All-American  pitcher  Peter 
Kendrick. 

Kendrick,  who  got  the  starting  nod  from  Pullins 
to  take  the  mound  against  San  Diego  State  and  play 
in  front  of  his  hometown  crowd,  was  far  from  pic¬ 
ture  perfect. 

Kendrick  gave  up  two  runs  in  the  second  inning 
and  two  more  in  the  fourth  before  Pullins  took 
Kendrick  out  and  inserted  reliever  Rick  Aguilera. 

Aguilera  was  flawless  during  the  remaining  five 
innings,  denying  the  Aztecs  a  score,  but  had  no 
offensive  help  from  his  teammates  as  the  Cougars 
took  their  first  loss  of  the  double-elimination 
tournament. 

Put  in  a  position  that  neither  Pullins  nor  the  team 
enjoyed,  the  Cougars  were  forced  to  win  their  next 
two  games  to  have  a  shot  at  the  conference  cham¬ 
pionship. 

On  Friday,  BYU  met  the  University  of  Utah, 
which  was  blanked  6-0  by  host  Hawaii  on  Thursday. 

The  BYU  pitching  staff,  which  helped  the 
Cougars  win  more  than  40  games  this  year,  was 
more  than  up  to  par  against  the  Utes. 

Scott  Nielson  took  the  mound  against  Utah  and 
was  tough  through  eight  innings. 

Nielson  gave  up  one  run  in  the  second  inning  of 
the  game,  which.was  played  at  the  University  of 
Hawaii  baseball  diamond. 

The  Cougars  came  up  with  one  run  in  the  first 
inning  and  four  more  in  the  fifth  to  lead  5-1  in  the 
eighth. 

Nielson  faltered  in  the  top  of  the  ninth  inning 
when  he  gave  up  two  runs  to  the  Utes,  but  Pullins 
decided  to  leave  him  in  the  game. 

Nielsen  hung  on  to  pick  up  his  11th  straight  vic¬ 
tory  this  year. 

While  the  Cougars  knocked  out  the  Utes  6-3,  the 
home  team,  Hawaii  Rainbows,  pounded  away  at 
the  Aztecs  before  a  crowd  of  more  than  3,000  at  the 
University  of  Hawaii  diamond,  claiming  a  12-4  vic¬ 
tory  of  their  own. 

Because  the  winner  of  the  first  game  had  to  play 
the  loser  of  the  Hawaii-SDSU  game,  the  Cougars 
and  Aztecs  met  once  again.  I 

Joe  Whitmer  got  the  starting  pitching  assign¬ 
ment  for  BYU  against  San  Diego  State.  Like  Niel¬ 
son  in  game  one,  Whitmer  was  throwing  pure 
steam. 

A  pro  baseball  scout  sitting  behind  home  plate 
clocked  Whitmer’s  fastball  at  more  than  90  mph. 

The  Cougars  needed  Whitmer’s  strong  arm  and 
good  team  defense  as  they  scored  two  runs  in  the 
first  inning  and  added  one  more  in  the  third  to  sit  on 
a  3-0  lead  through  eight  innings. 

Just  when  it  looked  like  it  was  going  to  be  another 
BYU-Hawaii  matchup  for  the  WAC  baseball  cham¬ 
pionship,  the  Aztecs  came  from  nowhere  to  score 
two  runs  in  the  top  of  the  eighth  inning.  They  added 
two  more  in  the  ninth  to  defeat  the  stunned 
Cougars  4-3. 

Long  after  the  game  was  over,  the  BYU  players 
were  still  shell-shocked. 

“We  had  those  guys  right  where  we  wanted 
them.  I  really  don’t  know  what  happened,”  re¬ 
marked  BYU  shortstop  Leon  Baham. 

Hawaii  went  on  to  defeat  SDSU  in  Saturday’s 
final  to  claim  the  WAC  title.

When  Terry  Norman  was  13  years  old,  she  disco¬ 
vered  she  could  almost  beat  her  mother  at  golf. 

.  Now  at  19,  she  is  emerging  from  the  1981-82  season 
as  one  of  the  main  forces  on  BYU’s  women’s  golf 
team. 

Sporting  a  2  handicap,  the  Provo  native  has  com¬ 
piled  an  impressive  list  of  wins  her  freshman  year, 
including  first  place  at  the  Colorado  State  Invita¬ 
tional  in  October  and  second  place  at  the  Gearhart 
Invitational  in  Oregon  on  May  3-5. 

Terry  was  named  to  the  Association  for  Intercol¬ 
legiate  Athletics  for  Women,  Division  I,  Region 
VII  Team,  for  her  performances  this  season. 

She  will  join  four  other  Cougars  in  her  first 
NCAA  championship  tournament  Wednesday 
through  Saturday  at  Stanford. 

“I  didn’t  think  I’d  be  doing  this  well.  I’m  really 
happy  with  my  year,”  the  shy,  quiet  Terry  said. 
She  credits  her  desire  for  her  consistent  game. 

Golfing  is  something  Terry  has  grown  up  doing. 
Her  mother,  Mary,  was  club  champion  at  Timpano- 
gos  Golf  Course  for  about  20  years  in  a  row.  Her 
brother,  Craig,  is  a  member  of  the  Utah  state  golf 
team,  and  two  of  her  uncles  are  course  pros. 

Terry  credits  her  mom  with  teaching  her  to  love 
golf.  “Mom  and  I  went  golfing  practically  every 
day.  We  were  always  golfing,”  Terry  remembers. 

She  said  she  got  serious  about  golf  when  she 
began  catching  up  with  her  mother. 

“When  I  first  started,  I  never  came  close  to  beat¬ 
ing  her.  Then  I  kept  getting  better,  and  when  I  got 
closer  to  her,  I  really  started  practicing,”  Terry 
said. 

At  age  14,  Terry  defeated  her  mother  to  take 
over  as  club  champion  at  Timpanogos  —  a  position 
she  has  maintained  ever  since. 

A  high  school  All-American  at  Provo  High  and  a 
former  Utah  Amateur  Champion,  5-foot-2  Terry 
came  to  BYU  on  an  athletic  scholarship.  Under  the 
direction  of  Gary  Howard,  BYU  women’s  golf 
coach,  she  has  become  an  important  asset  to  the 
team. 

“Terry  has  the  best  mental  game  of  anyone  on  the 
team,”  said  Howard. 

He  said  Terry  plays  a  controlled  game  of  golf. 
“There  are  no  glaring  weaknesses  in  her  game,  nor 
glaring  strengths  either.  Terry  is  a  solid  player  all 
the  way  through.” 

Track  coach 
builds  stars

To  build  champions,  a  coach  must  encourage  his 
athletes  and  provide  an  atmosphere  that  will  cause 
them  to  do  their  best  and  believe  in  themselves. 

With  this  philosophy,  Clarence  Robison,  BYU’s 
head  track  coach,  has  produced  94  All-Americans 
and  13  NCAA  national  champions  during  the  last  20 
years  in  men’s  outdoor  track  and  field. 

“I  joined  the  BYU  faculty  as  a  full-time  instruc¬ 
tor  in  1948,”  said  Robison. 

“At  that  same  time  I  was  also  running  on  the 
track  team  and  was  a  full-time  student.  That  in 
itself  was  unusual,”  he  said. 

Robison  has  been  the  head  track  coach  at  BYU 
since  the  fall  of  1949. 

Before  becoming  the  head  coach,  Robison  said, 
he  ran  the  5,000  meters  for  the  United  States  in  the 
1948  Olympic  Games. 

“In  those  days  the  Americans  were  behind  the 
Europeans  when  it  came  to  long-distance  running,” 
Robison  said.  .  .  .  .  ■  ;  . 

“Over  the  years  there  have  been  faster  track 
times  and  greater  distances  in  field  events,  but  the 
thrill  of  competition  is  still  the  same,”  he  said. 

Under  Robison,  the  BYU  men’s  track  team  has 
won  five  Western  Athletic  Conference  outdoor 
track  and  field  championships  and  was  NCAA  co¬ 
champion  in  1970,  along  with  the  University  of 
Oregon  and  the  University  of  Kansas. 

“Winning  these  honors  have  been  highlights  for 
me  as  head  coach,”  Robison  said,  “but  seeing  a 
great  performance  by  an  individual  is  a  greater 
thrill.” 

“I  try  to  teach  the  athletes  a  philosophy  about 
being  good  citizeris,”  he  said. 

Many  athletes  have  lived  up  to  Robison’s  philoso¬ 
phy  about  good  citizenship. 

One  such  athlete  was  Ralph  Mann,  he  said. 
“Mann  was  a  tremendous  athlete.” 

He  was  a  three-time  national  champion  in  the 
440-hurdles  in  1969, 1970  and  1971  and  also  a  three¬ 
time  All-American  in  track,  he  said. 

Mann  competed  in  the  1972  Olympics,  winning  a 
silver  medal  for  the  United  States  in  the  440- 
hurdles. 

“In  recruiting,  we  look  at  the  athletes’  experi¬ 
ence  and  the  program  they  have  trained  under,” 
Robison  said. 

“Some  athletes  do  not  display  natural  talent  but 
have  the  potential  to  be  great. 

“Doug  Padilla  was  like  this,”  Robison  said.  “He 
was  a  walk-on.  He  was  not  impressive,  but  he  was  a 
natural  runner. 

“He  still  has  not  run  his  best  race  yet,”  said 
Robison. 

“The  coach  brings  in  athletes  that  have  a  poten¬ 
tial  and  works  with  them,”  said  Dave  Stapleton,  a 
high  jumper  from  Littleton,  Colo.

Society  displays 
watercolor  works 


Y Costumer  makes'new  look '

Not  many  seamstresses  have  the  experience  of 
sewing  bottle  caps  on  felt  belts,  putting  pop-can 
tabs  together  to  make  chain  mail  or  using  plastic 
forks  and  brass  bells  to  create  a  “new  look.” 

Such  projects  are  commonplace  for  Janet  Swen¬ 
son,  resident  costume  designer  and  faculty  member 
for  BYU’s  theater  and  cinematic  arts  department. 

Swenson  faces  the  challenge  of  designing  and 
sewing  the  costumes  for  BYU’s  major  drama  pro¬ 
ductions.  This  year  the  number  of  costumes  created 
under  her  direction  was  more  than  800. 

“I  love  my  work,”  Swenson  said.  “I  may  be  tired, 
but  I’m  never  bored.” 

In  addition  to  her  costume  responsibilities, 
Swenson  is  in  charge  of  makeup  for  all  productions 
and  oversees  the  department’s  costume-design 
courses  —  making  her  almost  totally  responsible 
for  the  look  of  BYU’s  actors  and  actresses. 

According  to  Swenson,  her  interest  in  costume 
design  stemmed  from  her  acting  experience.  Her 
first  dramatic  role  was  the  lead  in  her  ward’s  road¬ 
show  when  she  was  a  sophomore  in  high  school. 

“I  was  really,  really  shy,”  she  said.  “I  couldn’t 
even  call  up  a  fabric  store  to  see  what  time  it 
opened.  My  bishop  was  very  concerned  and 
arranged  for  me  to  audition  for  our  roadshow,  and, 
as  they  say,  the  rest  is  history.” 

History  often  takes  ironic  twists.  The  wife  of 
Swenson’s  bishop  made  all  of  the  costumes  for  the 
roadshow  production;  years  later  she  was  a  student 
in  one  of  Swenson’s  costume-design  classes  at 
BYU. 

While  studying  acting  at  BYU,  Swenson  was 
introduced  to  the  theater  department’s  costume 
shop  by  two  fellow  acting  students  who  worked 
there.  Her  first  assignment  was  punching  holes  in 
bottlecaps  and  sewing  them  on  felt  belts. 

“After  that  I  became  the  specialty  person,” 
Swenson  said.  “Whenever  anyone  needed  some¬ 
thing  weird  made,  I  ended  up  doing  it.” 

With  a  doctorate  in  acting  from  BYU,  Swenson 
was  an  actress  and  singer  for  several  seasons  at  the 
Sundance  Summer  Theater  and  performed  at 
several  Jackson  Hole,  Wyo.,  theaters  and  at  dinner 
theaters  in  the  Salt  Lake  City  area. 

She  also  toured  throughout  Europe  and  the 
Orient  as'part  of  a  BYU  repertory  group  with  two 
.  USO  tours.  However,  her  costume  work  was  not 
put  aside. 

“In  our  first  European  tour,  two  out  of  the  10 
girls  in  the  company  could  sew,”  Swenson  recalls. 
“We  ended  up  doing  all  the  costumes  for  the  whole 
show.” 

*  Swenson’s  skills  in  costume  design  eventually  led 
her  to  accept  a  position  as  costumer  and  later  as 
costume  designer  at  BYU.  The  job  of  creating  a 
different  look  for  each  individual  production  is  a 
sizeable  one. 

“First  I  read  the  script,  at  least  two  or  three 
times  to  get  a  feel  for  the  story  and  the  characters,” 
Swenson  said. 

“Some  of  them  know  exactly  what  they  want,  and 
some  of  them  have  absolutely  no  idea,”  Swenson 
said,  referring  to  the  directors  she  works  with. 
“And  then  some  have  a  vague  idea,  but  you  have  to 
shop  around  to  bring  it  out.” 

After  the  initial  meeting,  Swenson  begins  doing 
I  research  and  sketches  which  she  shows  to  the 
ji  director. 

“Once  they  see  my  sketches,  if  they  like  the  Way 
I’m  going,  they  just  say  ‘OK,  go  for  it,’  ”  she  said.

“There  is  usually  a  high  trust  level  between  myself 
and  the  director.” 

Consideration  of  the  actor  is  always  a  primary 
concern  during  the  design  stage. 

“I  have  to  be  careful  not  to  overdo  a  design,” 
Swenson  said.  “A  costume  must  enhance  a  charac¬ 
terization,  not  overpower  it. 

“One  thing  I  always  try  to  do  is  give  the  costumes 
a  flavor  and  signature  of  my  own,”  she  said.  “You 
can  usually  look  at  a  design  I’ve  done  and  know  that 
it  was  done  by  Janet  Swenson.” 

In  spite  of  her  hectic  schedule,  Swenson  manages 
to  keep  up  with  new  developments  in  the  costume 
world.  Last  year  she  traveled  to  London,  where 
she  visited  fabric  outlets  and  met  with  members  of 
the  BBC’s  costume  department.

ABC  to  stay  alive 
despite  cable  TV 


LOS  ANGELES 
(AF)  —  Two  top  execu¬ 
tives  of  ABC  told  the 
network’s  affiliated  sta¬ 
tions  they  were  confi¬ 
dent  ABC  could  meet 
the  challenges  of  the 
communications  revolu¬ 
tion. 

“The  new  technolo¬ 
gies  are  not  the  wedge 
that  will  drive  us  apart,” 
said  Elton  H.  Rule, 
president  of  American 
Broadcasting  Com¬ 
panies,  Inc.  “They  are 
the  glue  that  will  bind  us 
together  for  a  greater 
future.” 

John  C.  Severino, 
president  of  ABC  televi¬ 
sion,  noted  prediction's 


that  the  three  commer¬ 
cial  networks  may  not 
survive  the  coming  of 
cable  television  and 
other  technical  develop¬ 
ments. 

He  said,  “Network 
television  is  alive  and 
well,  and  it  will  continue 
to  flourish.  Those  obser¬ 
vers  on  a  death  watch 
for  network  television 
are  missing  the  point 
and  by  a  margin  wide.” 

Rule  and  Severino 
spoke  two  weeks  ago  at 
the  closing  session  of  the 
two-day  meeting  of  ex¬ 
ecutives  of  ABC’s  208 
affiliated  stations. 

The  broadcasters 
were  also  briefed  on  the 


network’s  fall  schedule, 
saw  filpi  clips  of  the  new 
series  and  heard  its  plan 
for  promotion  of  the  new 
series  and  movies. 

Rule  assured  the 
affiliates  that  ABC  was 
committed  to  the  net¬ 
work  business  even 
though  it  was  aggres¬ 
sively  moving  into  the 
field  of  chble,  satellite 
delivery  and  otjrer 
aspects  of  the  new,  tech¬ 
nology.

When  one  Utah  State  Prison  guard  got  down  on  his  luck,  he 
had  no  idea  that  it  would  be  the  inmates  who  would  come  to  his 
aid. 

Dale  Taylor,  210  W.  1500  South,  Provo,  is  a  victim  of  muscular 
dystrophy ,  which  forced  him  to  retire  last  year.  Recently  Taylor, 
a  former  sergeant  at  the  prison,  received  a  $500  check  from  a 
group  of  inmates. 

The  prisoners  have  also  rented  Derks  Field  in  Salt  Lake  City 
for  Thursday,  and  the  proceeds  from  a  baseball  game  between 
the  Salt  Lake  Gulls  and  the  Phoenix  Giants  will  go  to  Taylor, 
according  to  Lloyd  Stubman. 

Stubman  is  a  member  of  a  Utah  State  Prison  group  called  the 
Flame-n-go’s. 

Galyn  Blackburn,  captain  of  Minimum  Security  Unit  3  and 
supervisor  of  the  Flame-n-go’s,  said  the  group  is  comprised  of  30 
minimum-security  inmates  who  do  a  variety  of  public  services,  as 
well  as  being  on  call  to  fight  forest  and  range  fires. 

“This  has  to  be  a  first  — -  when  inmates  would  reach  out  to  help 
a  prison  officer,”  Taylor  said.  “When  he  (a  member  of  the  group) 
gave  me  the  check,  he  said  that  it  was  just  the  beginning.  They 
had  some  other  plans,  too.  A  week  or  two  later  they  told  me  the 
arrangements  had  all  been  made  for  the  game.” 

Blackburn  started  the  group  in  1968  without  any  funds.  One 
third  of  Flame-n-go’s  wages  go  into  the  “Flame-n-go’s  Fund,” 
which  now  holds  between  $40,000  and  $60,000.  The  money  is 
used  for  public-service  projects  each  year. 

“He  was  a  good  Officer,  and  the  guys  were  ready  to  take  it  on  as 
a  project,”  Blackburn  said.  “I’ve  never  heard  of  a  group  of  in¬ 
mates  giving  aid  like  this  to  an  ex-officer,  a  sort  of  cop.” 

All  the  money  made  on  general-admission  tickets  sold  before 
the  day  of  the  game  will  go  directly  to  Taylor,  Blackburn  said. 

“There  are  10,000  seats  at  $3  a  piece,  and  100  percent  of  it  goes 
to  Dale,”  he  said.  “The  field  costs  $1,600  to  rent.  That  and  any 
other  expenses  are  coming  out  of  our  public-service  fund.” 

Gov.  Scott  M.  Matheson  has  declared  Thursday  as  Flame-n- 
go’s  Day  in  support  of  the  benefit,  Blackburn  said. 

He  said  inmates  will  be  selling  tickets  at  Derks  Field,  65  W. 
1300  South,  Salt  Lake  City,  today  and  Wednesday.  Ticket  in¬ 
formation  is  also  available  through  The  Nebo  Emporium,  the 
Utah  State  Prison  or  by  calling  Taylor. 

Blackburn  is  working  with  the  IRS  to  make  sure  the  value  of 
the  game’s  benefits  can  be  transferred  to  Taylor  without  income 
tax  having  to  be  taken  out. 

“We  are  also  trying  to  make  sure  that  it  doesn’t  make  him 
ineligible  for  any  other  kind  of  aid,”  Blackburn  said. 

According  to  Taylor,  he  applied  for  and  got  Social  Security 
disability  when  he  learned  he  had  muscular  dystropy  in  1968. 

When  Taylor  took  the  state-prison  job,  he  relinquished  his 
Social  Security  benefits.  Since  retiring,  all  he has  been  able  to  get 
is  state  disability,  $75  a  month. 

“We’ve  been  getting  by  because  people  have  reached  out  with  ■ 
donations  and  food,”  he  said. 

Taylor  was  able  to  take  the  job  initially  because  the  disease 
was  primarily  in  his  arms.  He  managed  to  get  along  for  nine 
years,  until  his  legs  began  to  be  affected. 

“I  have  a  kind  called  physioscapulosis.  It  starts  at  the  top  and 
works  its  way  down,”  he  said. 


Taylor  said  he  was  measured  for  straight-leg  braces  at  the  end 
of  April  but  hasn’t  received  them  yet.  Doctors  wanted  him  to  get 
braces  by  September,  but  he  said  he  talked  them  out  of  it. 

“I  want  to  be  on  my  own  as  long  as  I  can,”  he  said.  “I  don’t  want 
to  give  up  too  quick.  In  fact,  I  won’t  give  up.” 

Taylor  said  because  the  progression  of  the  disease  has  been  so 
slow,  he  has  been  able  to  adapt  to  what  is  going  to  happen. 

Taylor  and  his  wife,  Diana,  have  a  16-month-old  girl  and  a 
5-year;old  son.  His  wife  has  been  trying  to  start  a  business  in 
their  home  by  sewing  children’s  pullover  shirts  and  shorts. 

The  Taylors  married  in  1975.  Taylor  said  his  family  is  extreme¬ 
ly  supportive.  “She’s  good  to  help  me,”  he  said  of  his  wife.  “Even 
my  5-year-old  knows  there  are  things  I  can’t  do  for  myself  and 
does  them  for  me  without  being  asked.”
